KNOWLEDGE OF PRICES 


Tile mayor of the city of New York 
recently appointed a committee to in­ 
vestigate questions of food supply, and 
its executive committee has just made 
a report. 
One of the principal points 
made was that a great lack of knowl­ 
edge has been found among 
house­ 
keepers as to the proper prices to be 
paid for food, it was also stated that 
the daughters of well-to-do families 
fire apt to be brought up without any 
knowledge of housekeeping. 
It used to he said that the farmer 
was tile best informed business man 
of th*1 community, as he had to know 
the price of everything. 
If eggs were 
up two cents a dozen the 
old-time 
housewife was invariably 
aware 
of 
that fact, lf she felt a price was un­ 
reasonable she didn’t buy. 
Much of the neighborly discussion 
some of us used to hear, as children, 
related to the question of prices of 
ordinary 
household 
commodities; 
whether beef had risen or butter fal­ 
len. No man could operate a business 
unless he knew what his raw material 
cost or ought to cost. 
Similarly the 
home is a business proposition and 
will be costly unless the buyer has a 
keen idea of normal prices. 
Some people consider too much men­ 
tion of money to he sordid. 
Hut this 
is a practical world of realities, and 
the home manager needs to know what 
she is up against. 
A woman once remarked that lier 
butcher always gave her 
only 
the 
lump price for the piece. 
When she 
asked how much per pound it was, his 
arithmetic was either too faulty or he 
was reluctant to tell her the figure. A 
purchase and sale can hardly be con­ 
sidered to be well made for both par­ 
ties unless each understands exactly 
the price. 
This is why newspaper advertisers 
always do well to state exact prices 
in their notices. 
Thereby they 
not 
merely interest many more readers, 
but they assist in educating tile public 
in a vital matter of home economies.

ments making the offices of Surveyor 
General, Controller, Secretary of State, 
State Treasurer, Attorney General, Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction, und 
State Hoard of Equalization 
appoin­ 
tive. 
A governor’s cabinet might be 
effectively formed from certain mem­ 
bers of this group, together with Hie 
presidents of certain existing appoin­ 
tive commissions. 
And the same considerations apply, 
of course, to county and municipal of­ 
fices, in both of which only the gov­ 
erning body—the supervisors or coun­ 
cil—should be elective; all other offi­ 
cials should be appointive. 
The short ballot, to be sure, will 
never take the place of an awakened 
public opinion, hut it will provide tile 
only method by which such a public 
opinion may express itself.

New Banking System to Cure All Ills 
(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


Now that the Federal Reserve bank has selected 
all its directors and is now arranging the details tor 
the inauguration of the new system the following 
regarding the bank from John 
Skelton 
Williams, 
Comptroller of the Currency, is of more than usual 
interest. 
It is taken from an address which lie de­ 
livered a few days since before the Indiana Bankers’ 
Association. 
In opening Mr. Williams called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the United States, at the pres­ 
ent time, “is the Mount Ararat of a universe over­ 
whelmed by a deluge of blood, of confusion and rag­ 
ing strife,” and that the country is standing upon 
the threshold of a great opportunity for that rea­ 
son. He said in part: 


“The Federal reserve aet is not a measure which 
serves only banks and their customers, but it is 
destined, I firmly believe, to exert a powerful in­ 
fluence for good on the lives and fortunes of all 
classes of our population. 
It is the instrumentality 
through which the American people will he freed 
from the domination of a financial oligarchy. 
It re­ 
stores to the channels of commerce and industry 
hundreds of millions of dollars of money which was 
drawn from the sections where it was most needed 
to lie idle in the vaults of the big banks in two or 
three cities, or else be loaned by those banks largely 
on demand loans In the stock market. 
It provides 
for a system to meet completely and effectively tile 
requirements of expanding or contracting business 
according to the seasons and the varying conditions, 
and it accomplishes along the most natural lines the 
mobilization of the bank reserves, and devises the 
methods by which they can be most safely and fairly 
utilized, 
it practically removes from honestly and 
capable managed banks all tears of runs or the dread 
of suspension or failure, by providing the means for 
quickly converting into currency the commercial pa­ 
per in which its funds may have been invested. 
“By the system of clearings which the hill pro­ 
vides for, it i8 estimated that several hundred mil­ 
lion dollars heretofore kept in transit and in unavail­ 
able balances, will be released for the needs of busi­ 
ness, while the delay and expense of making col­ 
lections of checks will both be eliminated. It opens 
the way for the establishment of brunches of our 
national banks in foreign countries so us to secure 
for this country a larger share of the world’s com­ 
merce. 
It removes tile harrier which prevented the 
national banks from lending on real estate, and 
makes improved real estate acceptable as a basis 
for loans under conditions clearly and conservatively 
defined, so as to bring into active commercial use 
one of the most substantial of all securities. 
“In its efforts to provide for present and to guard 
against further and future demands, the country has 
been steering a cautious course between two perils. 
Money enough for ordinary and extraordinary re­ 


quirements incident to conditions unprecedented, and 
not only to move the crops, but to hold some crops, 
the normal demand for which was suspended, was 
urgently needed. Yet such inflation of the currency 
as might threaten our gold reserve and impair our 
public credit and the value of our money would be 
suicide. 
Self-preservation demands first the preser­ 
vation of our credit. With that wounded, we would 
be unable to maintain ourselves; miserably power­ 
less to help others, left impotent and feeble and 
shamed, while opportunity turned its back on us. 
lf we allowed the currency supply to become inade­ 
quate for our requirements, we might inflict the 
penalties of confiscation and ruin on the innocent 
many to the enrichment of the designing and re­ 
morseless few. 
“lf we should allow inflation of the currency away 
from safe aud solid bases of actual and Irreproach­ 
able value, we would be Uke a man drinking him­ 
self to frenzy and torpor while his honor and the 
safety of his home depended on his steadiness and 
strength. 
Therefor we have felt and tested and 
studied and have striven to work aud build swiftly 
but carefully; to act promptly, but with thoughtful 
provision for the situation as it is, while keeping 
alert eyes on the possibilities of the days and months 
to come. 
“In this work all of us have united. 
It is deeply 
gratifying to me to be able to certify how much the 
country owes of its growing prospects and increas­ 
ing stability to the 
genius, 
skill 
and 
generous, 
patient, broad patriotism of its bankers in all sec­ 
tions. Those of New York, Chicago and other large 
cities have been not only willing but zealous in co­ 
operation and with valuable and timely service. Most 
of them have tendered their resources and their 
services to help the public Interest. But the people 
of all grades and sections have, as a general rule, 
done what they could to forward a difficult and com­ 
plicated labor. 
“The Administration has been given full cause to 
feel gratefully and exultingly that, when the common 
defense aud tile general welfare are involved, the 
free citizens of the United States have no lines of 
differences in politics, in sections, in social grades or 
the distribution of the favors of Fortune. 
The peo­ 
ple, regardless of party, have given cordial and cheer­ 
ful sanctions to every movement and act approved 
by their reason as being for the good of the Republic. 
“The work of adjustment and of getting the ma­ 
chinery of business on perfect foundations and oiled 
and leveled is not completed; but it is well started 
with safe and efficient methods. 
We and our busi­ 
ness machinery will be required to work not only 
for ourselves, but for the world. The task is enor­ 
mous, but It is in conjunction necessarily. 
In pro­ 
tecting our own stability, we protect the world’s 
finance and commerce. 
In conserving the interests 
of the other nations, we conserve our own and im­ 
prove the opportunities that, practically are forced 
upon us. Along with illimitable responsibilities, the 
prospect of illimitable expansion confronts us.” 


“Comodore” Baird: “I fs a mystery 
to me that someone hasnt registered 
a kick before this on the large number 
f of empty bottles which are carelessly 
thrown on the pavement between San­ 
ta Ana and Anaheim and on other 
highways.
